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IMTRODÜCTION 


Most  members  of  the  Rosenman/Roseman  family  lived  in  eitles  and 
towns  within  7  5  miles  southeast  and  southwest  of  Lvov/Lemberg  in 
the  Ukraine  before  migrating  to  the  United  States  around  the  turn 
of  the  twentieth  Century. 

Lvov  is  in  the  eastern  Ukraine,  until  recently  part  of  the  U.S.S.R. 
From  1772  until  1918  it  was  part  of  the  Austro-Hungary  Empire. 
During  the  latter  period,  most  of  its  inhabitants  spoke  German. 
Many  of  the  Jews  near  Lvov  had  previously  migrated  there  from 
Germany . 

From  1918  until  the  end  of  World  War  II,  this  region  was  part  of 
Poland.  After  World  War  II,  it  became  part  of  the  U.S.S.R.  until 
the  recent  disintegration  of  the  U.S.S.R.  It  is  now  the  eastern 
part  of  Ukraine. 

There  appear  to  be  two  primary  branches  of  the  Rosenman  fcimily, 
both  of  whom  originated  in  areas  southeast  and  southwest  of  Lvov. 
The  branch  from  the  Stryj-Borislav  regional  southwest  of  Lvov 
included  Chaim  Rosenman  and  Gittel  Rosenman,  brother  and  sister. 
It  is  possible  that  these  siblings  were  children  of  Rabbi  Rosenman 
of  Stryj,  the  son-in-law  of  Rabbi  Ansei  Cuzmer,  although  this  is 
not  certain.  The  other  branch  originated  southeast  of  Lvov,  in 
Ternopol  and  Mikulince,  both  within  50  miles  of  Lvov.  Pascal 
Rosenman  and  Leib  Rosenman,  grandfather  of  Philippe  Rosenman  who 
lives  in  1996  in  Paris,  France  were  born  in  cities  within  60  miles 
southeast  of  Lvov. 

Most  Rosenmans  in  Argentina  and  Santiago,  Chile  in  1996  are 
descendants  of  Gittel  Rosenman  and  her  husband,  Unknown  Pasternak. 
Most  Rosenmans  in  Peru  and  Brazil  and  France  are  descendants  of 
Leib  Rosenman,  who  originated  southeast  of  Lvov  in  the  Ternapol 
vicinity.  Judge  Samuel  I.  Rosenman  who  was  the  primary  speech 
writer  to  President  Franklin  Roosevelt  is  part  of  the  Ternapol 
Rosenman  branch.  His  father  Motel  (Solomon)  was  first  brother  to 
Leib  Rosenman.  Samuel  Irving  was  first  cousin  to  David  Wolf 
Rosenman,  father  of  Philippe  Rosenman,  a  resident  of  Paris  in  1996. 

Most,  if  not  all,  Rosenmans  who  changed  their  name  to  Roseman  and 
migrated  to  Brooklyn,  NY  and  Akron,  OH  between  1907  and  1921  are 
descendants  of  Chaim  Rosenman  and  Chana  Axelrad. 

Jose  Rosenman  and  his  descendants  who  now  live  in  Buenos  Aires, 
Argentina,  are  the  only  known  Rosenmans  who  descend  from  Chaim 
Rosenman  and  Chana  Axelrad  that  live  in  South  America. 
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GITTEL  ROSENMÄH  AND  UNKNOWN  PASTERNAK.  HER  HÜSBAMD 


Gittel,  the  sister  of  Chaim  Rosenman,  and  perhaps  the  daughter  of 
Rabbi  Rosenman  of  Stry  j ,  had  at  least  two  children.  One  was 
Benjamin  Rosenman  who  migrated  to  Buenos  Aires  and  is  buried  there. 
Benjamin  is  the  grandfather  of  Hector  Rosenman,  a  professor  of 
geology  in  Buenos  Aires,  although  unemployed  in  1996.  One  of 
Benjamin 's  other  grandchildren  is  Felix  Rosenman,  a  professional 
artist  in  Boulogne,  France  in  1996. 

Gittel 's  other  son  was  Mauricio  Rosenman.  Mauricio  married  Cecelia 
Levin.  This  couple  is  responsible  for  the  Rosenman  who  lives  in 
Santiago,  Chile  in  1996,  as  well  as  Professor  Eduardo  Rosenman  who 
lives  in  Winnipeg,  Manitoba,  Canada  in  1996.  Rüben  Rosenman,  a 
Professor  of  mathematics  in  Santiago,  David  Taub  Rosenman,  a 
prominent  poet  in  Santiago,  and  Mauricio  Rosenman,  a  concert 
pianist  in  Santiago  in  1996,  are  all  descended  from  Mauricio 
Rosenman  and  Cecelia  Levin.  Eduardo  is  a  professor  at  the 
University  of  Manitoba  in  Winnipeg.  Mauricio,  the  concert  pianist, 
lives  in  Alemanio,  near  Santiago  in  1996. 

Rüben  Rosenman,  a  retired  professor  of  math  and  physics,  has  a 
sister  Dina  who  lives  in  Zxaragoza,  Spain.  Ruben's  brother,  Mario 
Rosenman,  is  a  doctor  of  physiology  and  works  in  the  Faculty  of 
Sciences  at  the  University  of  Chile. 

Many  of  the  Rosenmans  living  in  the  United  States  in  1996  who  did 
not  come  from  either  the  Stryj/Borislav  area  or  the  Ternapol 
regional  are  descended  from  Chaim  Rosenman  who  lived  in  Kielce, 
Poland.  Kielce  is  about  130  miles  west  of  Lvov.  This  group  of 
Rosenmans  includes  Professor  John  Brown  Rosenman,  a  professor  of 
English  at  the  University  of  Virginia  in  1996,  and  Richard  Lessee 
of  Belmont,  MA.  Richard  is  compiling  a  genealogy  of  the 
descendants  of  Chaim  Rosenman  who  migrated  to  Cleveland,  OH  from 
Kielce. 


Most  of  the  Rosenmans  in  Argentina,  other  than  the  offspring  of 
Jose  Rosenman  (son  of  Max  (Mendel)  Rosenman),  are  descendants  of 
Benjamin  Rosenman  who  migrated  from  Borislav  around  1910  and  is 
buried  in  Buenos  Aires.  Felix  Rozenman,  a  professional  artist  in 
Boulogne,  France  is  a  grandson  of  Benjamin,  as  well, 

It  is  believed  that  Norman  Roseman  of  France,  as  well  as  Betty 
Roseman  Jacobs  of  Hollywood,  FL  are  part  of  the  Stryj/Borislav 
branch  of  Rosenmans  since  their  parents,  Isidor  Rosenman  and  Berta 
Kestenbaum,  migrated  to  New  York  about  1921  from  Stry j .  Dr.  Martin 
Rosenman,  a  prominent  psychologist  in  Atlanta  and  his  first  cousin, 
Marvin  of  Muncie,  IN,  an  architect,  are  grandsons  of  Benjamin 
Rosenman,  who  was  born  in  Stry j . 

Stephane  Rosenman  Toublanc,  an  architect  in  Paris  is  the 
granddaughter  of  Aaron  Beir  Rosenman  who  was  born  in  Borislav, 
within  10  miles  of  Stry j .   Her  mother  was  born  in  Lvov. 


Another  of  the  grandchildren  of  Chaim  Rosenman  and  Ghana  Axelrad 
Rosenman  was  Hyman.  Hyman  married  Sylvia  Reaven  in  1941.  Their 
children  are  Mark  Alan  Roseman,  a  1964  graduate  of  Dartmouth 
College,  who  practices  law  in  Hollywood  in  1996,  and  James  Michael 
Roseman,  a  1970  graduate  of  the  University  of  PA  Medical  School  who 
is  a  surgical  oncologist  in  Vero  Beach,  FL  in  1996.  Mark  has  two 
sons,  of  whom  Seth  Robert  Rosenman  graduated  from  the  University 
of  Michigan  as  an  industrial  engineer  in  1996  and  is  now  a 
management  Consultant  with  Price  Waterhouse  in  Atlanta,  GA. 

Another  of  the  grandchildren  of  Chaim  and  Chana  is  Fannie  Roseman 
who  married  Robert  Goldberg,  and  later  Leonard  Herron.  Fannie  had 
two  sons,  Stephen  and  attorney  in  San  Francisco,  and  Alvin  a  cop 
in  Skokie,  IL.  Fach  has  two  children.  Stephen  has  a  son  and 
daughter,  both  are  students  at  Brown  University  in  Rhode  Island  in 
1996. 

Other  of  the  grandchildren  of  Chaim  and  Chana  include  twins,  Joseph 
Rosenman  and  Carl  Jacob  Roseman,  born  in  1910.  Carl  has  a  son, 
Carl  Joseph  Roseman,  whose  granddaughter  Linda  Roseman  Tsunemoto 
had  a  son,  Thomas  Tsunemoto  in  1995  and  lives  in  Livermore,  CA  in 
1996. 

Jose  Rosenman,  the  one  grandchild  of  Chaim  and  Chana  who  migrated 
to  Buenos  Aires,  married  Eta  Lubelsky  and  died  in  1990.  One  of 
their  two  children  is  Anna  Rosenman  Grnaeros  who  received  a 
master's  degree  in  sociology  from  the  University  of  CA  at  Berkeley 
and  now  lives  in  Buenos  Aires  with  her  husband  and  three  children. 
It  is  believed  that  the  other  grandchildren  of  Chaim  and  Chana  who 
are  descended  from  Mendel  Rosenman  perished  in  the  Holocaust. 
Sylvia,  Jose 's  other  child,  also  lives  in  Buenos  Aires.  Her  first 
husband  died  and  she  lives  with  her  children  in  Buenos  Aires .  It 
is  not  known  if  she  has  remarried. 


CHAIM  ROSENMAN  AMD  CHANA  AXELRAD  ROSEMMAM.  HIS  WIEB 


This  couple  was  born  about  1855.  Chaim  was  apparently  born  in 
Stry j .  Chana  was  born  in  Lvov  to  Leo  Axelrad,  a  teacher  of  German 
in  Lvov.  She  was  highly  educated,  having  the  equivalent  of  a 
College  education.  This  was  unusual  for  a  woman  in  Galicia  in  the 
1870 's.  Chaim  was  a  f armer  in  Balicze  podrozne,  about  10  miles 
east  of  Stryj  until  his  death  about  1907  -  apparently  from  diabetes 
because  he  had  a  foot  amputated.  Chaim  and  Chana 's  oldest  child 
was  Max  (Mendel)  Rosenman,  born  in  1879.  Max  (Mendel) 's  son  Jose 
moved  to  Buenos  Aires  about  1921-25  after  living  with  his  Uncle 
Nathan  Rosenman  in  Balicze  podrozne. 

Other  children  of  Chaim  and  Chana  were  Samuel,  Joseph,  Marcus 
(Max),  Klara,  Rachel,  Adolph,  Arthur  and  Nathan.  Nathan  was  their 
youngest  child.  He  moved  to  the  U.S.  in  1921  with  his  mother 
Chana.  Klara  married  Unknown  Lilienfeld,  lived  in  Stryj  until 
about  1941  and  apparently  was  the  only  child  to  die  in  the 
Holocaust.  She  was  heard  from  in  a  letter  she  wrote  to  Wilma 
Rosenman,  the  first  wife  of  Joe  Rosenman,  in  support  of  Joe 's 
Petition  for  naturalization  in  the  U.S.  Joseph,  the  son  of  Chaim 
and  Chana,  died  while  a  member  of  the  Austrian  army  in  World 
War  I.  It  is  not  known  what  happened  to  Rachel  Rosenman,  although 
it  is  believed  she  married  Unknown  Mischel.  Mendel  Rosenman,  the 
oldest  child  and  father  of  Jose  Rosenman  died  in  a  sanitarium  in 
Lvov,  apparently  from  lymphoma  about  1917. 

Chaim  and  Chana 's  other  children  moved  to  Akron,  OH.  Max  moved  to 
the  U.S.  about  1907.  Adolph  followed  him,  staying  with  Max  in 
Brooklyn  in  1909.  Adolph  lived  in  Vienna  where  he  studied  to  be 
an  upholsterer  from  1905-1909.  Adolph  met  Rosa  Wittmayer  in  Vienna 
and  married  her  in  New  York  in  July,  1910.  Adolph  and  Rosa  were 
parents  of  Hyman,  Fannie,  and  Emeline  R.  Roseman.  Adolph  and  Rosa 
moved  to  Akron,  OH  in  1913.  They  were  followed  by  Max,  Samuel, 
Arthur,  and  then  in  1921,  by  Nathan  and  Chana  Axelrad  Rosenman, 
their  mother. 


Among  the  grandchildren  of  Chaim  Rosenman  and  Chana  Rosenman 
include  Ester  Roseman  Burns  who  married  Carl  Burns,  first  cousin 
to  George  Burns,  famous  comedian.  Siblings  include  Ruth  Roseman 
who  married  R.  Milo  Gilbert,  Hyman  Roseman  who  married  Sylvia 
Adler,  and  Louis  Roseman  who  married  Rosalie  Adler,  sister  of 
Sylvia  Adler.  One  of  the  daughters  of  Hyman  and  Sylvia  is  Lynda 
Roseman  who  married  George  Gold.  One  of  Lynda 's  children  is  Tyler 
Gold,  an  attorney  in  Fort  Lauderdale  in  1996. 


KALUSH  (Pol.  Kalusz),  city  in  Ivano-Frankovsk  oblast  in 
southwestern  Lkrainian  S.S.R..  formerly  within  Poland: 
in  1772  it  pasjed  lo  Austria.  reverting  to  Poland  in  1919. 
and  within  the  L'.S.S.R.  from  1939.  The  salt  mines  in  the 
arca  around  Kalush  became  noted  as  early  as  the  15th 
Century;  and  «ere  leased  on  occasion  by  Jews  during  the 
following  Century.  An  organized  Community  e,\isted  in  the 
city  by  1650.  .According  to  the  census  of  1765.  there  were 
1,087  Jews  in  Kalush  who  paid  poll  tax.  They  owned  about 
130  buildings  in  the  city.  The  great  synagogue  was 
completed  in  1825.  In  1880  there  lived  in  Kalush  4,266  Jews. 
representing  59"^c  of  the  total  population.  The  Community 
numbered  4.363  in  1910,  about  half  the  total  population, 
and  maintained  six  synagogues  and  charitable  and  religious 
institutions.  During  World  War  1.  under  the  Russian 
mililary  occupation  in  1914-15,  about  200  Jewish  homes  in 
the  Center  of  the  city  were  destro>ed,  along  with  the 
communitys  archives  and  records.  In  the  fall  of  1918  the 
region  came  under  independent  L'krainian  ruie.  A  Jewish 
local  Council  «as  set  up  and  a  Jeuish  militia  organized  to 
defend  the  Community  against  pogroms.  When  Kalush 
reverted  to  independent  Poland.  the  Jewish  Council  and 
prewar  communal  organizations  «ere  disbanded  and  a 
government-appointed  Jewish  Community  Council  estab- 
lished.  In  1921  there  lived  in  Kalush  3.121  Jews.  represent- 
ing 47%  of  its  total  population.  During  the  period  between 
the  two  World  wars,  a  Hebrew  school,  a  lalmud  lorah.  a 
•Beth  Jacob  school,  and  various  «elfare  associations  were 
established.  The  Community  numbered  approximately 
6,000  in  1938,  about  one-third  of  the  total  population  in 
Kalush.  (A.Cv.j 

Holocaust  Period.  During  the  period  of  Soviet  occupation 
(1939-41),  the  Jewish  Community  in  Kalush  underwent 
many  changes ;  independent  political  activiiy  was  prohibited, 
and  the  Community  institutions.  political  parties.  and 
youth  movements  were  disbanded.  Small  businesses  also 
suffered.  After  the  German  occupation  of  Kalush  at  the 
beginning  of  July  1941.  the  Jews  and  their  property  were 
attacked.  In  October  1941  several  hundred  Jews  were 
murdered.  Other  Aktionen  took  place  in  March-April  1942, 
and  the  vjctims  were  sent  to  the  *Belzec  death  camp,  where 
they  perished.  On  Sept.  15-17.  1942,  the  ghetto  was 
destroyed  and  the  city  «as  declared  Judenrein.  The  few 
remaining  Jews  in  Kalush  uere  transferred  to  'Stanislav 
and  subsequently  perished.  The  Community  was  not 
reconstituted  after  the  «ar.  (Ar.W.j

many  of  them  were  expelled  to  the  remote 
regions  of  the  USSR.  FoUowing  the  German 
Invasion  of  the  Soviet  Union  on  June  22, 
1941,  about  10,000  Jews  escaped  from  Lvov, 
together  with  the  Red  Army,  which  was  re- 
treating  from  the  city. 

On  June  30,  1941,  the  Germans  occupied 
Lvov.  The  killing  of  Jews  began  that  same 
day,  committed  by  Einsatzgruppe  C  l.see  EIN- 
SATZGRUPPEN), German  soldiers,  Ukrainian 
nationalists,  and  piain  rabbie.  The  Germans 
>nd  the  Ukrainians  spread  a  rumor  that  the 
•lews  had  taken  part  in  the  execution  of  Ukrai- 
nian political  prisoners  whose  bodies  had 
o^n  discovered  in  the  dungeons  of  the 
NKVD  (the  Soviet  political  police).  In  four 
«•«ys  of  rioting,  ending  on  July  3,  1941,  four 
"lousand  Jews  were  murdered.  On  July  8, 
Jews  aged  fourteen  and  over  were  ordered  to 
***!"  on  their  right  arm  a  white  badge  with  a 
Wüe  Star  of  David  (see  BADGE,  JEWISH).  From 
July  25  to  27  the  Ukrainians  again  went  on 
™e  rampage,  murdering  two  thousand  more 

**"•  These  pogroms  became  known  as  the 


PETLIURA  DAYS.  At  the  end  of  July  1941,  a 
temporary  Jewish  committee  was  estab- 
lished,  made  up  of  five  prominent  Commu- 
nity leaders.  Within  a  short  time  the  commit- 
tee was  enlarged  and  became  a  JUDENRAT 
(Jewish  Council),  with  Dr.  Joseph  Farnes  as 
chairman.  Throughout  the  period  he  was  in 
office,  Farnes  stood  up  for  the  interests  of  the 
Community.  That  August,  the  Jews  of  Lvov 
were  ordered  to  pay  a  ransom  of  20  million 
rubles.  Hostages  were  taken  to  ensure  pay- 
ment,  and  were  killed  even  though  the  money 
was  paid  at  the  appointed  time. 

During  the  summer  of  1941,  Jewish  prop- 
erty  was  plundered,  the  Jews  were  put  on 
forced  labor,  synagogues  were  bumed  down, 
and  Jewish  cemeteries  were  destroyed.  In  the 
fall,  the  Germans  intensifed  their  demands 
for  Jewish  forced  labor  for  road  work  and 
for  the  construction  of  bridges  and  military 
camps.  In  September  a  Jewish  police  force 
was  established,  under  the  Judenrat.  Its  du- 
ties,  in  the  initial  period,  consisted  of  keeping 
Order  and  ensuring  cleanliness  in  the  streets 


LVOV  (Fol.,  Lwöw;  Ger.,  Lemberg),  cjtv  ■ 
Eastern  Galicia,  now  capital  of  an  oblasi  (d'" 
trict)  in  the  western  part  of  the  Ukrainll* 
SSR.  An  industrial  and  cultural  center  Lv 
was  founded  in  the  thirteenth  Century.  From 
1772  to  1918  it  was  under  Austrian  rule,  and 
in  the  interwar  period  it  was  a  provjniial 
capital  in  independent  Poland.  The  Popula- 
tion was  340,000  in  1939,  when  its  Jewish 
Population  of  110,000  made  it  the  third  lärm- 
est Jewish  Community  in  the  country,  Aciivc 
antisemitism  was  widespread,  one  reason  bc- 
ing  that  the  Foles  and  the  Ukrainians  eath 
accused  the  Jews  of  helping  the  other.  On  ihf 
eve  of  World  War  II,  Jew  ish  Lvov  was  a  cen- 
ter of  culture  and  education  and  of  vigorous 
political  activity  by  the  Orthodox  Jews  (in- 
cluding  Hasidim),  Zionists,  Bundists,  and 
Communists. 

Three  weeks  after  the  outbreak  of  the  war, 
the  Soviets  entered  L\ov  and  annexed  it  to 
the  USSR,  together  with  the  rest  of  Eastern 
Galicia,  The  Soviet  authorities  disbanded  the 
Community  institutions:  outlawed  political 
parties;  nationalized  factories,  large  holdings, 
and  wholesale  businesses;  restricted  the  re- 
tai!  trade;  and  organized  the  artisans  into 
cooperati\e  societies.  Cultural  life,  however, 
remained  lively.  Some  100,000  Jewish  refu- 
gees  from  German-occupied  western  Foland 
crowded  into  the  citv;  in  the  summer  of  1940 
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they  could  show  no  employment  card.  On 
January  30  the  Judenrat  was  disbanded,  and 
most  of  its  members  were  murdered.  An 
Oberjude  (chief  Jew)  was  appointed  head  of 
the  Julag  to  sei-ve  as  liaison  "between  the 
surviving  inmates  of  the  ghetto-catnp  and  the 
authorities."  On  March  17,  fifteen  hundred 
Jews  were  murdered.  most  of  them  in  the 
Piasky  area  near  the  city,  and  at  the  same 
time  some  eight  hundred  Jews  were  deported 
to  AUSCHWITZ.  In  May  1943  the  siaughter  of 
the  remnant  of  the  Community  was  speeded 
up.  Selektionen  were  made  at  the  places 
where  the  Jews  were  working,  and  only  those 
ciassified  as  "vitally  important"  were  permit- 
ted  to  stay;  the  rest  were  killed. 

On  June  1,  1943.  the  final  Aktion  was  un- 
dertaken,  to  liquidate  the  ghetto-/»/ag.  Ger- 
man  and  Ukrainian  police  units  surrounded 
the  ghetto  and  closed  every  avenue  of  escape. 
Additional  police  units  entered  the  ghetto  to 
round  up  all  the  inhabitants.  At  this  point  the 
Germans  and  their  Ukrainian  helpers  en- 
countered  resistance;  hand  grenades  and  IVlo- 
lotov  Cocktails  were  thrown  at  them  and  they 
were  fired  on.  Nine  persons,  Germans  and 
Ukrainians,  were  killed,  and  twenty  were 
wounded.  The  Germans  did  not  dare  enter 
the  buildings;  instead,  they  blew  them  up  or 
set  them  on  fire,  in  order  to  kill  those  who 
were  inside  or  force  them  to  come  out  of  their 
hiding  places  and  give  themselves  up. 

In  the  course  of  liquidating  the  ghetto,  the 
Germans  seized  seven  thousand  Jews,  whom 
they  deported  to  the  Janöwska  camp,  where 
they  were  soon  put  to  death.  In  the  ghetto 
area  itself  abput  three  thousand  Jews  met 
their  death.  The  liquidation  process  came  to 
an  end  on  June  2,  1943,  but  as  late  as  July, 
searches  were  still  being  made  for  Jews  hid- 
ing in  the  ghetto  ruins. 

As  of  mid-1942,  and  especially  in  the  wake 
of  the  "Large  Aktion,"  efforts  were  made  in 
the  ghetto  to  organize  an  Underground. 
Croups  of  young  people  tried  to  obtain  weap- 
üiis  so  as  to  be  able  to  offer  armed  resistance. 
Toward  the  end  of  1942,  one  such  group  at- 
tempted  to  escape  from  the  ghetto  into  the 
nearby  forest,  where  they  planned  to  set  up 


resistance  centers  against  the  Germans  and 
their  helpers.  The  attempt  failed,  and  most  of 
the  members  of  the  group  were  killed  en 
route.  Nevertheless,  more  efforts  were  made 
to  reach  the  forests  situated  in  the  BRODY 
area.  In  one  such  attempt  the  vehicie  in 
which  one  of  the  groups  was  traveling  was 
apprehended,  and  all  of  its  passengers  feil 
into  German  hands.  The  driver,  a  Pole  who 
had  undertaken  to  transport  the  group  to 
their  destination,  was  suspected  of  ha\  ing  in- 
formed  on  them  to  the  Germans. 

While  there  was  no  organized  and  Consoli- 
dated resistance  movement  in  the  Lvov 
ghetto,  in  many  instances  various  forms  of 
action  were  taken  against  the  Germans  and 
their  helpers.  Attempts  to  organize  resistance 
to  the  Germans  were  made  in  one  of  the  Jew- 
ish  police  units.  An  organized  resistance 
group  headed  by  Tadek  Drotorski  was  active 
in  one  of  the  labor  camps,  on  Czwartakow 
Street,  where  hundreds  of  Jews  were  em- 
pioved.  When  the  Germans  picked  up  the 
groups  trail,  in  March  1943,  Drotorski  shot 
and  killed  a  German  policeman.  An  Under- 
ground news  sheet  was  published  in  the 
ghetto  by  Ha-Shomer  ha-Tsa'ir  followers  and 
edited  by  Michael  Hofman. 

The  month  of  March  1943  witnessed  more 
and  more  attempts  to  break  out  of  the  Julag 
in  Order  to  reach  the  forest  and  establish  con- 
tact  with  the  partisans  active  in  the  area. 
Among  those  who  made  such  attempts  was 
the  Yiddish  poet  Jacob  Schudrych,  who  suc- 
ceeded  in  reaching  the  forest,  only  to  find  his 
death  there. 
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Ukrainian  youths  molesi  a  Jewish  woman  during 
the  pogrom  of  June  30  to  July  3,  1941. 

inhabited  by  Jews,  confiscating  valuables  at 
the  bebest  of  the  Germans,  and  escorting  per- 
sons who  were  on  their  way  to  forced  labor. 
Farnes,  the  chairman  of  the  Judenrat,  \vas 
killed  by  the  Germans  at  the  end  of  October. 
when  he  refused  to  hand  over  Jews  who  were 
to  be  moved  to  the  janöwska  camp,  then 
being  established.  His  place  was  taken  bv 
Abraham  Rotfeld. 

On  November  8,  1941,  the  Germans  pub- 
lished an  Order  on  the  establishment  of  a 
ghetto,  giving  the  Jews  until  December  15  to 
move  into  the  area  allocated  for  this  purpose. 
In  the  course  of  the  move  to  the  ghetto,  fixe 
thousand  elderly  and  sick  Jews  were  killed 
as  they  were  about  to  cross  the  bridge  on 
Peltewna  Street.  The  move  was  not  com- 
pleted  by  the  allotted  time,  but  many  thou- 
sands  of  Jews  were  herded  into  the  Zamar- 
stynöw  and  Kleparöw  quarters,  in  which 
the  ghetto  was  set  up.  During  the  winter  of 
1941  - 1942,  the  Germans  began  sending  Jews 
to  labor  camps  at  Laszki  Murowane,  Herma- 
nöw,  Vinniki,  Jaktoröw,  Kamionka  Strumi- 
lowa,  and  Skole.  In  February  1942  Abraham 


Rotfeld  died,  and  the  Germans  appointed 
Henryk  Landsberg  to  take  his  place  as  Juden- 
rat chairman. 

In  March  1942,  the  Judenrat  was  ordered  to 
prepare  lists  of  Jews  who  were  to  be  sent  to 
the  east,  allegedly  to  work  there.  A  delegation 
of  rabbis  appealed  to  Landsberg  to  refuse  to 
cooperate  with  the  Germans  in  preparing  the 
lists  and  rounding  up  the  people  on  them. 
Landsberg  refused,  claiming  that  if  the  Ger- 
mans themselves  were  to  carry  out  the  depor- 
tation,  far  more  people  would  be  killed.  In 
this  Aktion,  which  began  on  March  19  and 
continued  until  the  end  of  the  month,  fifteen 
thousand  Jews  were  taken  to  the  BELZEC  ex- 
termination  camp. 

In  the  spring  of  that  \  ear,  the  Jews  of  Lvo\ 
tried  to  find  Jobs  in  factories  that  performed 
an  essential  function  for  the  German  econ- 
omy,  hoping  thereby  to  be  exempt  from  fu- 
ture  deportations.  On  July  8,  seven  thousand 
Jews  who  could  not  produce  a  certificate  of 
employment  were  seized  by  the  Germans  and 
deported  to  the  Janöwska  camp,  where  the\ 
were  murdered.  A  month  later,  on  August  10, 
the  "Large  Aktion"  was  launched,  lasting  un- 
til August  23,  in  the  course  of  which  fifty 
thousand  persons  were  sent  to  Belzec.  At  the 
beginning  of  September  1942  Jews  who  were 
still  living  outside  the  ghetto  were  herded 
inside,  the  ghetto  area  was  greatly  reduced, 
and  what  remained  was  sealed  off.  Lands- 
berg and  a  group  of  Judenrat  employees,  as 
well  as  the  Jewish  policemen,  were  hanged 
by  the  Germans.  Eduard  Eberson  was  ap- 
pointed Judenrat  chairman  in  place  of  Lands- 
berg. 

In  November,  five  thousand  to  seven  thou- 
sand "unproductive"  persons  were  removed 
from  the  ghetto,  some  of  them  to  be  sent  to 
the  Janöwska  camp  and  the  rest  to  Belzec. 
Toward  the  end  of  1942.  the  ghetto  came  to 
resemble  a  labor  camp.  The  inhabitants  were 
assigned  lodging  in  buildings  according  to 
their  place  of  employment.  Those  who  had 
no  employment  card  in  their  possession 
were  hunted  down  systematically  and,  when 
caught,  were  put  to  death  in  groups. 

In  January  1943  the  ghetto  officially  be- 
came  a  labor  camp,  a  Jtilag  Uudenlager,  or 
"Jewish  camp").  At  the  beginning  of  that 
month,  ten  thousand  Jews  were  executed,  hav- 
ing  first  been  ciassified  as  "illegals"  because 
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STRY  (Pol.,  Strvj),  city  in  Lvov  Oblast  (dis- 
trict),  in  ihe  west  of  the  Ukrainian  SSR. 
From  1772  to  1918  Stn  was  part  of  Austrian- 
ruled  Eastern  Galicia.  and  during  the  inter- 
war  period  it  belonged  to  Poland.  In  Septem- 
ber 1939  it  was  occupied  by  the  Soviets.  Stn 
had  had  a  Jewish  population  since  the  six- 
teenth  Century;  on  the  eve  of  World  War  II. 
twelve  ihousand  Jews  lived  in  the  city. 

A  few  days  after  the  German  Invasion  of 
the  So\iet  Union  on  June  22,  1941,  the  Soviet 
authorities  began  toevacuate  Stry;  three  hun- 
dred Jews  were  among  the  evacuees.  The  Ger- 
mans  took  the  city  on  July  2.  This  was  the  sign 
for  anti-Jewish  riots  in  which  Ukrainian  na- 
tionalists  took  part,  as  well  as  a  Polish  mob 
and  Wehrmacht  soldiers.  Several  dozen  Jews 
were  killed  in  the  riots,  many  were  wounded, 
and  much  Jewish  property  was  looted.  B\ 
the  middle  of  August  the  Germans  had  intro- 
duced  a  variety  of  anti-Jewish  decrees:  Jews 
had  to  wear  a  white  badge  with  a  blue  Star 
of  David  (see  BADGE,  JEWiSH)  on  it;  they  had 
to  surrender  their  valuables  and  furnishings; 
their  freedom  of  movement  was  restricted; 
they  were  barred  from  buying  food  in  the  city 
market;  Jewish  apartments  were  confiscated; 
and  Jews  were  put  on  forced  labor.  The  im- 
plementation  of  some  of  these  measures  was 
the  responsibility  of  the  JUDENRAT  (Jewish 
Council),  which  had  been  set  up  in  July  1941. 
Jews  on  forced  labor  were  assigned  to  work 
at  municipal  institutions,  military  camps,  and 
privateh  owned  German  factories;  as  well  as 
on  road  paving  and  repairing  war-damaged 
bridges. 

In  early  September  1941,  the  Germans  and 
their  Ukrainian  helpers  drove  a  thousand 
Jews  out  of  their  homes  and  took  them  to  the 
Ukrainian  police  Station,  where  they  were 
beaten.  The  Jews  were  then  brought  to  the 
Holobutöw  Forest,  near  the  village  of  Rylow, 
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and  were  killed,  At  the  end  of  1941  Jews  were 
forced  to  \  acate  certain  streets  in  Stry  and  to 
move  into  an  area  that  came  to  be  designated 
as  "the  Jewish  quarter."  At  first  the  quarier 
was  not  fenced  in,  but  b\  the  end  of  1942  it 
was  declared  a  closed  ghetto. 

In  the  Winter  of  1941  and  the  spring  of 
1942,  groups  of  Jewish  xouths  were  seized 
and  put  into  labor  camps  that  had  been  es- 
tablished  in  the  Stry  area.  Soon  many  of 
them  died  from  the  physical  abuse  to  which 
they  were  exposed,  or  from  hunger  and  dis- 
ease;  many  others  were  killed.  In  May  1942 
several  hundred  Jews  were  dispatched  to  the 
BEtZEC  extermination  camp.  On  September 
13  a  mass  Aktion  was  launched,  as  a  result 
of  which  five  thousand  Jews  were  taken  to 
Belzec.  After  the  Aktion  the  Jews  made  des- 
perate efforts  to  find  employment  in  factories 
that  performed  essential  work  for  the  Ger- 
man economy;  they  also  prepared  hiding 
places  and  made  attempts  to  escape  to  Hun- 
gary.  Before  long,  there  was  another  Aktion. 
On  October  17  and  18  the  Germans  raided 
the  ghetto  alleys  and  houses,  seized  two  thou- 
sand persons,  and  sent  them  to  Belzec.  The 
area  of  the  Jewish  quarter  was  then  reduced 
further,  and  exit  from  it  was  prohibited.  The

Vasa  conlirnied  Ihe  rights  ol  the  Jews,  warning  the  Iowns- 
men not  lo  hariii  them.  Stry's  Jews  engageti  in  wholesale  :inil 
relail  trade,  leaslng  ot  ciisloms,  hrewing  beer,  and  making 
and  selling  wine.  AI  Iheendol'lhe  I7th  and  during  Ihe  I8lh 
Century  Jews  imporled  wine  and  horses  l'rom  Hungary, 
exported  bulls,  grain,  and  sali,  leased  estules  and  Dour  mills, 
bred  callle,  and  traded  in  cloth.  A  lew  ol  them  were 
goldsmiths  and  tailors.  Theextenl  ol'lheir  trade  is  rellecied 
In  the  enlerprisc  ol  Samuel  llaymovich,  who  sohl  IX.OtX) 
liaricIsDl  sali  anniially  bclwceii  1711!  aiul  17111  I  hc  viihinic 
otllielr  trade  in  llungarian  wines  and  horses  is  rceoriied  In 
Ber  ol  Bolechow's  Ihe  Menioirs  oj  Her  oj  Holecho»  1723 
/S05  ((1922),  index). 

An  organized  Jewish  communily,  subordinale  lo  Ihe 
dislricl  ol'  'Przemysl,  existed  Irom  the  end  ol  Ihe  I6th 
Century.  In  1634  Stry's  Jews  were  allowed  lo  buy  land  lor  a 
synagogiie  (bullt  in  1660)  and  a  cemelery.  1  here  were  70 
Jews  (5%  of  the  total  population)  living  in  the  city  in  1662. 
Between  1652  and  1670  Jews  acquired  1 1  houses.  The  ruier 
of  Ihe  cily,  John  Sobieski  (later  king  ol  Poland,  1674  96). 
ordered  in  I66J  thut  the  municipal  uulhorltics  include  two 
representalives  of  Ihe  kahal  in  every  consultation  on  Ihe 
city's  laxes.  As  king  he  ordered  in  1676  that  a  second 
inaikct  (lay  he  liclil  cvciy  I  ucsday  since  the  rcf'nlar  matkel 
day  was  on  Salurday.  linally,  in  1696,  Ihe  city  authorities 
reached  a  compromise  with  the  Jews  and  translerred  Ihe 
market  day  Irom  Salurday  lo  Friday.  The  communily  was 
permitted  lo  build  a  new  wooden  synagogue  in  1689.  Ac- 
cusing  them  of  stealing  sacred  objects  Irom  a  church,  Stry's 
Calholic  priests  brought  certain  Jews  to  Irial  in  1697;  the 
case  dragged  on  until  1708,  when  the  Charge  was  dropped.  In 
1714  Ihe  Jewish  coniniunily  paid  a  poll  lax  ol  2,()()0  /lolys, 
and  in  1756  Ihere  were  1,727  Jews  in  Stry  and  ils  dislricl 
who  paid  Ihis  lax.  1  he  cily  became  part  ol'  the  Ausirian 
Binpire  in  1772,  remuining  as  such  until  1918.  In  1795  Ihe 
communily  was  composed  ol'  444  Jewish  Tamilies  living  in 
the  cily  and  nine  in  its  suburbs.  AI  Ihe  end  ol'  the  I8lh 
Century  Hasidism  began  lo  exert  an  inHuence  in  Stry. 
Noiable  rabhis  ol  Stry  were  Aryeh  leih  b.  loseph 
ha-Kohen  MIellei  (17X8  181.1)  and  Jacob  M  orbcibatnii 
(1830  32). 

Since  limilalions  were  imposed  on  wine  selling  and 
leasing  oleslates  in  Ihe  1820s,  Ihe  number  ol  Jewish  l'amilies 
earning  their  living  Irom  lailoring,  the  lur  irade,  bakery, 
carpentry,  and  tinsmilhing  increased.  In  Ihe  1870s  Jewish 
entreprencurs  eslablished  a  foundry,  wood  mills,  a  soap 


faclory,  and  a  malch  l'aclory.  In  1873  a  Jewish  hospital  was 
bullt.  In  the  niid- 1880s  Ihe  llehrew  aulhor  Isaac  Aaron 
Bernleld  was  a  leacher  ot  religion  in  llie  governmental  sec- 
ondary  schools,  which  were  allended  by  niore  than  400 
Jewish  sludents  in  19 10.  In  the  same  year  a  boarding  school 
for  3U  Jewish  sludents  Irom  the  area  was  opened.  The 
nülionalislic  awakening  among  young  educated  Jews  led  lo 
the  foundation  oflhe  Admal  Yisrael  sociely  (1891)  lo  Sup- 
port Jewish  seltlemenl  in  Ere?  Israel.  In  1893  Ihe  first 
Jewish  workers'  asscicialiiin  in  Stry  (llriderlekhkeyl)  was 
organi/ed. 

AI  Ihe  beginning  ot  World  War  I  ihe  Jewish  cinmunity 
sulTered  during  ihe  Russian  Invasion  of  Galicia.  Wilh  Ihe 
disinlegralion  of  Ihe  Hapsburg  tmpire  in  1918,  a  Jewish 
•sell-delense  group  with  approximalely  40  members 
«US  organized.  In  1918-19,  during  the  period  of  Ihe 
Ukrainian  independence,  a  Jewish  National  Asscmbly, 
headed  by  E.  »Byk  and  M.  Binenslock  (1881  1923).  and  a 
Jewish  militia  were  established,  and  a  weekly  newspaper. 
yiihshe  Folksshiime.  was  published  in  Stry.  Between  the 
l»o  World  wars.  when  Stry  was  pari  of  Poland,  all  the  Zion- 
ist  parlies  and  'Agudat  Israel  had  branches  there  A 
vocational  school  set  up  by  Ihe  »American  Jewish  Joint 
Disiribulion  Commiltee  (Joinl).  a  'Tarbut  school.  and  a 
Saluh  Berurah  school  were  loundcd  during  ihe  I92()s, 
Thehislorian  and  geographer  Aliraham  Jacob  'Drawerand 
the  educalor  and  poet  fiisig  *Silberschlag  were  born  in 
Stry  which  was  also  ihe  home  oflhe  Polish-Jewish  author  J. 
•Siryjkowski  who  describes  Jewish  life  Ihere  prior  to 
World  War  II  in  many  of  his  works.  1  he  Jewish  population 
oflhe  cily  was  10.9X8  (40%  ol  the  total)  in  1921.  10.869  in 
1931.  and  approximalely  12,(100  in  1939  lA.Cv.j 

llolucaust   l'eriiid.  When  llie  cily  svas  occupied  liy  Ihc 
Soviel    Union    aller    the    (uilbreak    ol     World    War    II. 
organized  Jewish  life  came  lo  a  standstill.  All  charilable. 
religious,  and  cultural  institutions  were  closed.  and  some  of 
the  leaders  ol  Ihe  cominunity  were  arrested  and  deported. 
In   1941,  before  the  Germans  enlered  Stry,  even  ollicial 
Soviel  Jewish  leaders  were  arrested.  including  Beni  (Jar- 
funkel  and  Benjamin  Klein,  and  some  others  were  execuled. 
When    Ihe    Germans   occupied    Stry.    on    July    2.    1941. 
hundreds  of  Jews  were  immedialely  killed  by  the  Ukraini- 
ans aided  by  Ihe  Nazis.  Oskar  Untrer  was  appoinied  head 
oflhe  *  Judenrat.  At  the  lirsl  mass  execulion.  in  November 
1941.  1,200  Jews  were  shot  in  Ihe  llolobotow  Forest.  The 
»inier  ol    1941  42  was  marked  by  Ireijuenl  manhunts  for 
young  Jews,  who  were  sent  lo  labor  camps.  whcre  many  ol 
Ihem  died.  Ihesecond  m-.KsAkiiim  look  place  in  May  1942 
On  Sept.  I,  1942  thousandsof  Jews  were  sent  lo  lhe*Uel/ec 
exlermination  camp.  This  was  followed  by  the  deporlalion 
of  2,000  Jews  lo  Ihe  same  camp  on  ücl   17   18,  1942.  Before 
ihe  local  ghetto  was  established.  on   Dec    I.   1942,  small 
numbers  ol  JeM.5  manaaed  to  ei^jpe  lo  llunear>  '.ia  ihc 
Carpathian    Mouniainv    I  urlher     Ihtniien   bi'A:    pUce   ir 
February    1943,   when   2.l)i/)  Jcv.i   v.erc  killed  in  Ihe  eil;, 
ilself.    and    on    May    22,    1943.    when    !.()'/)    Jews    were 
murdered  in  the  local  cemelery.  The  ghello  was  finally 
liquidated  at  ihe  beginning  of  June  1943,  Jewish  houses 
were  syslemalically  burned  down,  and  any  Jews  hiding  in 
the  ruins  were  killed.  In  July  ihe  labor  camps  were  also 
liquidated.  so  that  hy  August  1943  Stry  became  '/luleiirein. 
In  Ihe  l'ollowrng  inonths  Juws  in  hiding  were  caughl  and 
execuled.  When  the  Soviel  army  occupied  Stry  on  Aug.  8. 
1944.  Ihere  were  only  a  lew  Jewish  survivors.  No  Jewish 
communily  was  reestablished.  Societies  of  Stry  Jews  were 
established  in  Israel  and  the  United  States.  (Ar  W  j

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TERNOPOL  (Pol.,  Tamopol),  city  in  the  Ukrai- 
nian  SSR;  it  was  founded  by  Poles  in  1540. 
During  the  period  from  1772  to  1918  the  cit\ 
was  in  the  province  of  Gaiicia,  then  under 
Austrian  ruie;  between  the  two  world  wars  it 
was  part  of  Poland.  In  1939  it  was  annexed 
by  the  USSR.  Jews  lived  there  from  the  time 
of  its  foundation  and  for  a  long  period  consti- 
tuted  a  majority.  In  1939  there  were  eigh- 
teen  thousand  Jews  living  in  Ternopol. 

On  July  2,  1941,  the  city  was  conquered 
by  the  Germans.  Two  days  later  a  pogrom 
was  begun  that  lasted  over  a  week  (July 
4-11).  Both  Germans  and  Ukrainians  partic- 
ipated,  and  some  five  thousand  Jews  were 
murdered.  In  July  and  August  of  that  year, 
decrees  were  issued  against  the  Jews:  their 
movement  inside  and  outside  the  city  was 
restricted;  they  were  forbidden  to  change 
their  places  of  residence;  many  of  their 
homes  and  \aluables  were  confiscated;  and 
hundreds  were  taken  out  daily  for  forced  la- 
bor.  In  September,  an  order  was  issued  to  set 
up  a  ghetto.  The  concentration  of  the  Jews  in 
the  ghetto  and  the  fencing  of  its  area  contin- 
ued  until  the  beginning  of  December.  The  5V- 
DENRAT  (Jewish  Council)  allocated  the  houses 
in  the  ghetto,  conducted  a  census,  and  sup- 
plied  forced  laborers.  In  the  fall  and  winter  of 
1941-1942,  the  Judenrat  was  compelled  to 
send  groups  of  young  people  to  the  labor 
camps  set  up  in  the  area,  among  them  Kami- 
onka,  Hluboczek  Wielki,  and  Borki  Wielkie. 
At  the  beginning  of  1942  the  Germans  dis- 
missed  the  chairman  of  the  Judenrat,  Gustav 
Fischer,  claiming  that  he  was  not  sufficiently 
compliant  in  executing  their  Orders,  and  re- 
placed  him  with  Jakob  Lipe. 

On  March  23,  1942,  an  Aktion  was  carried 
out,  ending  with  the  killing  of  seven  hundred 
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Jews  in  the  Yanovka  Forest.  That  spring  the 
Judenrat  opened  several  Workshops  in  the 
ghetto  to  ensure  Jobs  vital  to  the  German 
economy,  in  the  hope  of  gaining  a  certain 
immunity  in  the  event  of  further  Aktionen.  In 
July  the  sporadic  killings  increased,  and  from 
August  27  to  30,  another  Aktion  was  carried 
out.  After  a  Selektion,  more  than  three  thou- 
sand persons,  most  of  them  aged  and  sick, 
were  deported  to  the  BELZEC  extermination 
camp.  A  few  hundred  men  were  sent  to  the 
labor  camp  in  the  area.  At  the  beginning  of 
September,  the  Germans  reduced  the  area  of 
the  ghetto  and  living  conditions  deteriorated. 

Another  Aktion  came  on  September  30, 
1942.  The  Judenrat  was  ordered  to  gather 
one  thousand  Jews,  but  since  it  was  unsuc- 
cessful  in  assembling  that  number,  the  Ger- 
mans conducted  their  own  manhunt,  and 
eight  hundred  Jews  were  put  onto  a  train 
destined  for  Belzec.  During  the  first  half  of 
November  there  were  two  further  Aktionen  in 
Ternopol,  and  an  additional  twent\-five  hun- 
dred Jews  were  sent  to  Belzec. 

At  the  beginning  of  1943,  a  labor  camp  was 
established  in  the  area  of  the  ghetto  in  which 
Jews  classified  as  "useful"  were  assembled 
and  employed  in  factories  vital  to  the  Ger- 


Jews  who  were  employed  in  essential  enter- 
prises  wore  a  badge  with  the  letter  "W"  on  it, 
while  all  the  rest  were  declared  unfit  for 
work.  In  yet  another  Aktion,  from  February 
28  to  March  2,  1943,  a  thousand  Jews  were 
murdered  in  the  ghetto  and  its  vicinity;  in 
another  mass  slaughter,  which  began  on  May 
22  and  lasted  for  several  days,  more  than  a 
thousand  were  killed  in  the  local  cemetery. 

Some  of  the  survivors  of  the  Community, 
mainly  skilled  artisans,  were  moved  into  la- 
bor camps  that  had  been  set  up  near  the 
factories  in  Stry.  At  the  beginning  of  June  the 
ghetto  was  liquidated,  and  with  it  the  Juden- 
rat. In  July  of  1943  the  Jews  in  the  labor 
camps  were  gradually  liquidated,  and  by  the 
end  of  August  the  city  was  declared  judenrein 
("cleansed  of  Jews").  During  the  months  that 
followed,  the  Germans  and  their  Ukrainian 
helpers  continued  the  hunt  for  Jews  who  had 
gone  into  hiding,  and  whoever  was  discov- 
ered  was  killed  on  the  spot. 

Stry  was  liberated  on  August  8,  1944.  Sev- 
eral dozen  Jews  had  saved  themselves  by  hid- 
ing inside  the  city  or  in  nearb\  forests.  At  the 
end  of  1944  and  over  the  course  of  1945,  small 
groups  of  Stry  Jews  returned  to  the  city,  hav- 
ing  survived  in  German  labor  camps  or  in  the 
Soviel  interior.  Most  of  them  left  after  a  short 
stay  and  made  their  wav  through  Poland  to 
the  West  or  to  Palestine.

man  economy.  Jews  from  other  parts  of  the 
ghetto  attempted  to  Infiltrate  the  camp  in  the 
belief  that  its  inmates  would  remain  un- 
harmed.  In  the  Aktion  of  April  8  and  9,  1943, 
one  thousand  persons  were  removed  from  the 
ghetto  and  killed  in  pits  adjacent  to  the  city. 
In  April  and  May  1943,  the  murders  in  the 
ghetto  continued,  culminating  in  the  final  Ak- 
tion on  June  20.  The  sick  and  the  aged  were 
killed  on  the  spot,  while  the  others  were  mur- 
dered  in  fields  in  the  vicinity  of  the  city.  The 
labor  camp  was  closed  on  Jul\  22,  when  all 
its  inmates  were  put  to  death,  uith  the  ex- 
ception  of  a  group  of  workers  who  were  kept 
alive  for  another  two  weeks  to  sort  out  the 
belongings  of  the  victims.  At  the  beginning  of 
August  they  too  were  killed.  The  Germans 
and  the  Ukrainians  continued  to  hunt  Jews 
hiding  in  the  city  and  the  neighboring  for- 
ests;  many  feil  into  their  hands  up  to  the  last 
days  of  the  German  occupation.

Samuel  I.  Rosenman,  77,  Dies; 
Coined  New  Deal  for  Roosevelt 


Samuel  Irving  Rosenman,  a 
State  Supreme  Court  justice 
who  became  an  influential  ad- 
yiser  to  Presidents  Franklin  D. 
Roosevelt  and  Harry  S.  Truman, 
died  in  his  sleep  early  yester- 
day  morning  at  Lenox  Hill  Hos- 
pital, where  he  had  bcen  ad- 
mittcd    for   treatment   of   lung 


congcstion  and~rheart  ailment 
He  was  77  years  old. 

A  formidable  New  York 
lawyer  who  moved  freely 
through»  t.he  corridors°of  power 
in  stat^  and  national  Demo- 
cratic  politics,  Mr.  Rosenman 
was  respectedi  both  for  his  ju- 
dicial    intellect    and    his'  inde- 


fatigable  enfergy.  As  confidant 
of  President  Roosevelt,  he 
worked  in  every  Roosevelt  po- 
litica^tampaign.  He  alsodrafted 
nearly  every  speech  made  by 
President  Roosevelt,  coined  tlie 
historic  phrase  New  Deal  and 
assembled  thc  original  "brains 
trust"  of  academic  advisers.

Judge  Samuel  l.  Rosenman  of  the  New  York 
Supreme  Court  has  often  been  called  "Roose- 
velt's  '"  most  intimate  adviser."  A  quiet,  shy, 
"almost  anonymous  Jurist,"  he  is  a  frequent 
White    House   visitor,   a   frequent   Presidential

companion  on  fishing  trips,  who  has  occasion- 
ally been  given  major  assignments  and  who 
has,  according  to  reports,  sometimes  undertaken 
Jobs  about  which  the  public  is  not  informed. 

Samuel  Irving  Rosenman  was  born  in  San 
Antonio,  Texas,  the  son  of  Solomon  and  Ethel 
(Paler)  Rosenman.  He  went  to  Columbia 
University  for  his  College  education,  and  after 
he  had  received  his  B.  A.  and  a  Phi  Beta 
Kappa  key  in  1913,  he  entered  Columbia's  Law 
School.  There  was  a  period  out  for  Army 
Service  as  a  Ist  lieutenant  In  1918.  When  it  was 
over  Rosenman  retumed  to  law  school  and  in 
1919  was  given  an  LL.  B  degree. 

After  he  had  been  admitted  to  the  New  York 
Bar  in  1920  Rosenman  entered  the  hurly-burly 
of  New  York  City's  district  politics.  In  1922 
he  was  elected  as  a  Tammany  Democrat  to  the 
State  Assembly — "one  of  Jimmy  Hines'  boys 
of  the  llth  District."  Four  years  in  Albany 
were  foUowed  by  two  years  as  New  York  State 
bill  drafting  commissioner.  When  this  Job 
was  finished  Rosenman  became  counsel  to 
Franklin  D.  Roosevelt,  then  Governor.  He 
ser\ed  Roosevelt  well,  especially  during  "the 
pulling  and  hauling  of  Seabury  and  Tammany," 
even  though  he  knew  his  own  political  ambi- 
tions  would  need  at  least  the  tacit  assent  of 
Tammany  leaders. 

When  Roosevelt  decided  to  try  for  the  Presi- 
dential nomination  in  1932  Rosenman  was  his 
Chief  assistant  in  the  preparation  of  Speeches 
and  messages  on  governmental  Problems.  He 
is  also  crediled  with  having  assembled  the 
Brain  Trust  and  particularly  with  having  per- 
suaded  Professor  Raymond  Moley  to  help 
Roosevelt.  Moley,  however,  denies  the  im- 
portance  of  his  role.  The  process  of  forming 
the  Brain  Trust,  he  feels,  was  "almost  m- 
evitable,"  and  would  have  been  accomplished 
even  if  Rosenman  hadn't  been  around.
